AGENTS IN PRINCIPAL CITIES 
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INDUSTRY PLANS 
FOR AFTER THE WAR 


As promised in our December number (page 15) we 
quote the latest reply received to the question recently ask- 
ed by the Research Advisory Service of the Liberty Bank 
of Buffalo—‘ What should manufacturers do now to keep 
up their sales volume after the current defense market 
ceases to exist ?’’ 

‘Tt is our feeling that business will have to depend 
very largely on itself (during the early period at least) 
following the cessation of hostilities because history cer- 
tainly shows that in a democracy it takes time to imple- 
ment even the best plans, and no matter how much plan- 
ning the Government or other agencies may do, there is 
bound to be an interim period where the success of each 
institution will depend on the calibre of its own efforts 
under the strain of badly warped economic conditions and 
depression attitude on the part of buyers. 

‘*With this thought in mind we are pinning our hopes 
primarily on two factors: first, product research for the 
development of improved and new products which we will 
not be able to market until the demand for regular goods 
is appreciably lessened ; second, a sales organization which 
we are now maintaining and training in as nearly the 
same manner that we use under normal conditions as it is 
possible to attain under present circumstances. It is our 
hope that by this attempt to strengthen the ability of our 
selling’ organization, keeping the ‘‘after period’’ in mind, 
we shall be able to do a sufficient selling job not only to 
assure ourselves of a reasonable percentage of whatever 
business may be available when the aftermath develops, 
but by so doing also contribute strong support to the idea 
that business can be done and. that conditions are not so 
bad as they will seem at that moment. 

‘*We lay stress on this angle because of our feeling 
that if a sufficient cross-section of business and industry 
assumes this attitude, the psychological effect will in itself 
be of material assistance in shortening the inevitable time 
of depression that follows the cessation of any boom in- 
fluence.”’ 
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THE PLASTIC-PLYWOOD PLANE 
Uses Asbestos Cloth With Marvelous Results 


The plastic-plywood plane, designed by Martin 
Jensen and manufactured by the Langley Aviation Cor- 
poration, is naturally of interest to every United States 
citizen because it appears to solve many problems in con- 
nection with the rapid turning out of airplanes for war 
purposes. 

But it is of especial interest to the Asbestos Industry 
because some parts, particularly the engine nacelles, are 
backed by ‘‘asbestos sheeting,’’ to prevent, or resist, fire. 
The asbestos sheeting we find upon inquiry is asbestos 
eloth. 

In other words the inner surfaces of the engine 
ecowling are lined with asbestos cloth and its importance 
in the construction of the plane is demonstrated by the 
results of tests conducted which show that the time re- 
quired by an acetylene torch to cut thru these asbestos 
lined parts was a little over half a minute, more than 15 
times the length of time needed to burn thru the stainless 
steel firewalls which the builders of the plane are re- 
quired to install in the plane ‘‘for protection.’’ Actual 
figures are that the torch burned thru stainless steel and 
aluminum alloy sheets in two seconds, but the asbestos 
backed laminated wood stood up for 30 seconds.

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MARKET CONDITIONS 


GENERAL BUSINESS 

Business these days is divided into two main classes, 
those who are either directly or remotely connected with 
the war effort, and those who are not (civilian). 





Those working for the war program have without 
question more work than they can handle; in the civilian 
lines much depends on the raw materials used. 

During 1942 there will be much adjustment—in goods 
made, in employment, in materials used. Many of us 
probably do not yet realize the tremendous changes which 
all business and particularly that of the civilian lines, 
will have to undergo within the next twelve months. 


ASBESTOS - RAW MATERIAL 


The year 1942 will show the largest importation of 
asbestos in our history, from all sources. 

Canada will produce more asbestos this year than she 
ever produced since the discovery of asbestos in that coun- 
try. For the first time in years, shortages of asbestos ap- 
pear on the horizon, namely in spinning grades of Can- 
adian asbestos. 

Due to the shortage of burlap, the Canadian Mines 
will have difficulty in obtaining their requirements of 
burlap bags. Demand for the return of empty bags to 
the mines, will be made by the Canadian Producers. In- 
creased prices on Canadian asbestos are now in effect. 
(See page 36). 


ASBESTOS—MANUFACTURED GOODS 


Textiles. It is impossible to make any predictions 
regarding this market. The possibility of restrictions on 
the use of certain types of fibre by O. P. M. can change 
any existing conditions overnight. About all that can be 
said, then, at the present time is that the volume is holding 
up very well, prices are firm and the demand is still some- 
what in excess of the eapacity.

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the needs of the U. S. Quartermaster Corps on fabricated 
products. The full effect of the automobile restriction 
program is not known at this time. 


Brake Lining. Friction material sales, for domestic 
consumption, increased in November over those for last 
November but recorded a slight decrease from the previous 
month. Export sales reflected the same trend. The total 
for the year, however, exceeds that for the same period in 
1940. 

Insulation. High Pressure. The situation in this 
market is unchanged. Shipments are at a high rate and 
all signs point to a continuance of the demand experienced 


during 1941. 


Insulation. Low Pressure. This market is very dull 
at present. Partly seasonal, of course. 


Paper and Millboard. Demand for paper for the 
manufacturing of insulations has slackened considerably. 
Commercial paper, however, continues on about the same 
level as for the past several months. 


Millboard demand continues streng and prices are 
firm. 

Asbestos-Cement Products.. Shipments of asbestos- 
cement products are continuing thru the winter months 
at far above normal seasonal levels, due to the extensive 
use of all types of these products in connection with the 
National Defense program. The falling off in demand for 
rocf shingles and sidings for private construction work is 
being more than replaced by the needs of these products 
for defense construction of all kinds, ineluding defense 
housing, cantonments, and all types connected with de- 
fense work. 

The U. S. Government continues to use large quan- 
tities of corrugated and flat sheets in the construction of 
industrial and munitions~plants while the demand for as- 
bestos pipe is also substantially ahead of the supply. 

The above comments have been written by men closely in 
touch with the various markets. Comments are welcomed from 
any reader.

Recently announced by Fibre & Metal Products, Inc., 
of Downey, Calif., (formerly Emsco Asbestos Co.) is a 
brake lining backing, which has _ been _ christened 
‘*Wovlok.’’ 

Wovlok is a backing for block type _ brake linings, 
made entirely of woven asbestos cloth—no steel wire or 
metal of any kind is used. The backing is applied to the 
moulded block or lining by extremely high pressures which 
really makes the backing one with the lining. 

The manufacturers claim that the use of a lining with 
Wovlok backing entirely eliminates the possibility of wire- 
seoring of brake drums even when the lining is worn too 
thin; in fact they say that Wovlok makes the segment all 
brake lining right down to the last thousandth of an inch. 


Asbestos-lined paper flower pots for nurseries have 
become very popular, the firm manufacturing them selling 
100,000 each fall and winter. They pack more closely 
than clay pots, are less liable to breakage, less expensive 
and easier and cheaper to pack and ship, but so far we 
have been unable to determine why the asbestos paper 
lining. Perhaps it resists moisture and decay better than 
ordinary paper or cardboard.

Curtailment of non-defense construction was _ reflected in 
the November record of contracts awarded, according to F. W. 
Dodge Corporation. November’s contract total for the 37 eastern 
states amounted to $458,620,000, a decrease of 24 per cent from 
the October figure, but, on the other hand, an increase of 21 
per cent over November 1940. Part of the decline from October, 
however, is explained by the fact that the number of business 
days in November was fewer by four than the number in Oc- 
tober. 

Non-residential building contracts in November ran 30 per 
cent ahead of the corresponding month of 1940; residential 
building ran 24 per cent behind; public works and _ utilities 
ran 89 per cent ahead. 

Construction contracts awarded during the first eleven 
months of 1941 reached a total of $5,575,848,000, an increase of 
57 per cent over the corresponding period of 1940. 

Commenting on the construction situation, Thomas S. Hol- 
den, president of F. W. Dodge Corporation, stated: “Defense 
construction programs are being stepped up considerably be- 
yond estimates made in mid-November by governmental and 
private agencies. Enlarged programs are being formulated for 
Army, Navy and air corps and for defense plant expansion. 
Record-breaking defense plant expansion, seven-day three-shift 
defense production, and unemployment in non-defense areas 
are likely to cause greater migration of woikers to defense 
areas, than we have yet seen, tending to intensify housing 
shortages and defense housing needs. Next year’s construction 
volume is therefore apt to be considerably larger than appear- 
ed likely a few weeks ago. Even with non-defense activity 
pared to a minimum. total construction expenditures next year 
may not lag far behind the post-depression record volume of 
1941.”
